ARRANGEMENT OE CLAUSES. 



Part I. 

Provisions to enable English Barristers to practise in Ireland , 
and Irish Barristers to practise m England. 

Clause. 

1. Every English barrister may practise in Ireland, and every 

Irish barrister may practise in England, if admitted so to do 
under this Act. 

2. No English barrister shall practise in Ireland till admitted so to 

do by the Benchers of the King’s Inns, Ireland, and no Irish 
barrister shall practise in England till admitted so to do 
by the Benchers of one of the Inns of Court in England. 

3. A roll of English barristers entitled to practise in Ireland shall 

be kept at the King’s Inns, Dublin, and rolls of the Irish 
barristers entitled to practise in England shall be kept at 
the Inns of Court in England. 

4. Mode of procedure to be adopted by English barristers desirous 

of being admitted to practise in Ireland, and by Irish 
barristers desirous of being admitted to practise in England. 

5. The Benchers of the Inns of Court in England, and of the 

King’s Inns in Ireland may make rules for carrying out this 
Act. 

6. English barristers practising in Ireland shall have the same 

rank as they would have in England, and the same rule shall 
apply to Irish barristers practising in England. 

7 . Practising in Ireland shall not qualify an English barrister for 

any office which requires membership of the Irish bar as a 
qualification for such office, and a similar rule shall apply to 
Irish barristers practising in England. 

S. Special rules shall be made by the Benchers of each country 
for admitting to the bar of each country barristers practising 
in each country. 

9. Any English barrister practising in Ireland shall be subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Benchers of the King’s Inns, and any 
Dish barrister practising in England shall be subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Benchers of the Tmis of Court in 
England. 
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Part II. 

Provisions for empowering Her Majesty to interchange Judges 
between England and Ireland in certain cases. 

Clause. 

10. Irish, judges may be sent Circuit in England, and English judges 

in Ireland. 

11. Judges appointed in Ireland or England before the passing of 

this Act shall not he bound, without then’ own consent, 
to go Circuit out of their own country, but future judges 
will be. 

12. Her Majesty may, by writing under Her Sign Manual, attach 

an Irish judge to an English court temporarily to assist that 
court in the discharge of its duties. 

13. No judge shall be so attached without his own consent in 

writing and a certificate from the President of his court 
that his temporary absence will not be injurious to the 
business of the court. 

14. An English judge may be attached by Her Majesty to an 

Irish corut in the same manner to assist temporarily such 
court in the discharge of its duties.

TyHEHEAS it is expedient to enable English barristers to

his name entered on a roll to be kept for that purpose at the King’s 
Inns, Dublin ; and no person entitled to practise as a barrister in 
Ireland shall be allowed to practise as a barrister in England 
until be shall be admitted so to do by the Benchers of one of the 
Inns of Court in England, and his name entered on a roll to be 5 
kept for that purpose at each of the Inns of Court in England. 

3. There shall be kept, in the King’s Inns, Dublin, a roll, on 
which shall be entered the names of all persons, members of the 
English bar, who shall be admitted by the Benchers of the King’s 
Inns, Dublin, to practise as barristers in Ireland ; and in each of 10 
the Inns of Court in England there shall be kept a roll on which 
shall be entered the names of all persons, members of the Irish bar, 
who shall be admitted by the Benchers of that Inn to practise as 
barristers in Ireland. 

4. Any member of the English bar, desirous of practising as a 15 
barrister in Ireland, shall present a memorial to the Benchers of the 
Kin g’s Inns, Dublin, praying to be admitted to practise as a barrister 

in Ireland, and such memorial shall be accompanied with a certificate 
signed by the Treasurer of one of the Inns of Court in England 
certifying that the memorialist is then a member of the English bar, 20 
and with such other certificates as the Benchers of the King’s Inns, 
Dublin, shall by general order from time to time require ; and on 
such documents being laid before the Benchers of the King’s Inns, 
Dublin, they shall, unless there shall be good cause to the contrary, 
make an order that the name of the memorialist shall be entered 25 
on the roll of English barristers entitled to practise as a barrister 
in Ireland, directed by this Act to be kept at the King’s Inns in 
Dublin ; and any member of the Irish bar desirous of practising as 
a barrister in England shall present a memorial to the Benchers of 
the Inn of Court in England in which he shall have kept his Terms 30 
for the Irish bar, praying to be admitted to practise as a barrister in 
England, and such memorial shall be accompanied with a certificate 
signed by the Treasurer of the Bang’s Inns, Dublin, certifying that 
the memorialist is then a member of the Irish bar, and with such 
other certificates as the Benchers of the Inns of Court in England 35 
shall by general order require ; and on such documents being laid 
before the Benchers of the Inn of Court to whom the memorial was 
presented they shall, unless there shall be good cause to the contrary, 
make an order that the name of the memorialist shall be entered 
on the roll in their Tun of Court of Irish barristers entitled to 40 
practise as barristers in England directed by this Act to be kept 
at all the Inns of Court in England.

Benchers of the King’s Inns in Dublin, shall make rules for the The Benchers 
proper carrying out the proyisions of this Act in relation to the ,e||| 
admission of Irish barristers to practise in England and English land, and of 
5 barristers to practise in Ireland ; and by their rules they shall fix the ind^frfmay 
fee or fees that shall he paid by an English barrister for having his caiTyingout" 1 " 
name entered on the roll of English barristers entitled to practise in this Act - 
Ireland, and by Irish barristers for having his name entered on the 
roll of Irish barristers entitled to practise in England. 

10 6. Members of the Bar of England when they shall practise as 

barristers in Ireland, and members of the Bar of Ireland when they 
shall practise as barristers in England, under the provisions of this 
Act, shall he entitled to the same rank, precedence, and preaudience 
as they would he entitled to if practising as barristers in England 
15 or Ireland respectively, in the same manner and to the same extent 
that members of the English bar and Irish bar respectively are now 
entitled to when practising in the House of Lords on the hearing 
of appeals. 

7. Nothing in this Act contained shall he held to qualify a 
20 member of the English bar entitled under this Act to practise in 

Ireland to he appointed to any judicial or other office in Ireland 
the qualification for which is, or shall he, the having practised for 
a certain period at the Bar of Ireland ; nor shall any member of the 
Irish bar entitled under this Act to practise in England he qualified 
25 to he appointed to any judicial or other office in England the 
qualification of which is, or shall he, the having practised for a 
certain period at the Bar of England. 

8. The Benchers of the King’s Inns in Dublin and the Benchers 
of the Inns of Court in England shall make special rules for the 

30 admission to the Irish or English bar, as the case may he, of any 
member of the English bar who shall he desirous of being admitted 
to the Irish bar, and who may have practised, under the provisions 
of this Act, for two years as a banister in Ireland, or of any 
member of the Irish bar who shall be desirous of being admitted 
35 to the English bar, and who may have practised under the pro- 
visions of this Act for two years as a barrister in England, so as to 
exempt such persons from the necessity of attending the lectures, 
passing the examinations, or keeping the Terms now required from 
candidates for admission to the Irish or English bar.

Provisions for empowering Her Majesty to interchange Judges 10 
b etioeen England and, Ireland in certain cases. 

10. Her Majesty, if She shall so think fit, may by Commission of 
Assize, Nisi Prius, Oyer and Terminer, or Gaol Delivery, assign to 
any judge or judges °f the High Court of Justice in Ireland the duty 
of going Circuit in England, and to any judge or judges of the 15 
High Court of Justice in England the duty of going Circuit in 
Ireland; and every judge of the High Court of Justice in Ireland 
appointed as judge of Assize in England in pursuance of this section, 
shall, in the exercise of his duty" as such judge of Assize, be deemed 
to constitute a Court of the High Court of Justice in England, 20 
and shall have and possess all the powers and jurisdiction vested 
in and capable of being exercised by a judge of the High Court of 
Justice in England ; and every judge of the High Court of Justice 
in England assigned as judge of Assize in Ireland in pursuance of 
this section, shall, in theexercise of his duty as such judge of Assize, 2 r 
be deemed to constitute a Court of the said High Court of Justice 
in Ireland, and shall have and possess all the powers and jurisdiction 
vested in or capable of being exercised by a judge of the High 
Court of Justice in Ireland.

Title of Act. 



16. There shall he paid to every judge of the High Court of 
Justice in Ireland going Circuit in England , and to every judge of 
the Sigh Court of Justice in England going Circuit m Ireland, and 5 
to every judge of the Sigh Court of Justice m Ireland , or of the 
High Court of Justice in England, temporarily attached to any 
Division of the High Court of Justice in England or Ireland respec- 
tively, such further sum, in addition to the salary ivhich he would 
otherwise receive , as shall he approved of and fixed by a minute of 10 
the Lords of the Treasury to he laid before Barliament. 

17. The term “ Inns of Court in England ” shall mean Lincoln’s 
Inn, Inner Temple, Middle Temple, and Gray’s Inn. 

18. This Act may he cited for all purposes as “ The Ear and 

Bench of England and Ireland Act, 1877.” ^ 
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
